its provisions should make it a point 
to meet Mr. Shartel. 
It is not “up” 
to the government to make a canvass 
of Brainerd and find out who h *.s to 
pay the tax. It la Incumbent on every 
taxpayer to find out his own stand­ 
ing and be prepared to pay an in­ 
come tax if he falls within the pro­ 
visions of Hie law. 
Mr. Shartel has been asked num­ 
erous nutations and for the benefit 
of Dispatch readers 
has * explained 
several points of the law as follows: 
What would happen should a tax­ 
payer render a false or fraudulent re­ 
turn with intent to evade a proper 
payment of income tax? 
Under the provisions 
of 
Section 
3176 Revised Statutes, he would be­ 
come liable to an additional tax of 
IOO', 
and under the provisions of 
Section 18 of the Act of Dept. 8, 1916, 
as amended, to a fine of not to exceed 
$2,000 or to one year’s imprisonment, 
or both. in t ie discretion of the court 
and to the cost of prosecution. 
In rendering a return, what Items 
of income must I report under dross 
Income? 
Under Gross Income should be re­ 
ported every item of Income derived 
from any source whatever actually 
received during the calendar year for 
which the return is rendered, wheth­ 
er received in cash or the equivalent 
of cash. Including: 
(a) All amounts of salary, wages, 
commissions or compensation of what 
ever kind, received for personal ser­ 
vice, including professional fees. 
(b) All amounts of gain, profit or 
income

Soldiers Told to Be Merciless. 
"As soon as you come to blows with 
flu* enemy be will be beaten. No mercy 
will be shown! 
No prisoners will be 
taken! 
As the Huns, limier King At­ 
tila. made a 
name for themselves, 
which Is still mighty In traditions and 
legends today, may the name of Ger­ 
man be so fixed in China by your deeds, 
that no Chinese shall ever again dare 
even to look at a German askance. . . . 
Open the way for Kultur once for all." 
Even the Imperial councilors seem to 
have been shocked ut the emperor’s 
-'p'-erh, 
and efforts 
were 
promptly 
made to suppress the circulation of his 
exact words. 
The efforts were only 
partly successful. 
A few weeks later, 
when the letters from the German sol­ 
diers in China wen* being published, 
in local German papers, the leading 
sodalist 
newspaper, 
Vorwnerts, 
ex­ 
cerpted from them reports of atroci­ 
ties under the title “Letter* of the 
Huns." 
Many of the leaders In the 
relehstng felt very keenly the brutality 
of the emperor's speech. 
The obnox­ 
ious word “ Huns" had excited almost 
universal 
condemnation. 
When the 
reichstng met, In November, Ile* speech 
was openly discussed. 
Herr Ll cher of 
the center (Catholic party), after quot­ 
ing the “no mercy” portion of the 
speech, added, “There are, alas, In Ger­ 
many groups enough who have regard­ 
ed tin* atrocities told in fin* letters 
which have been published as the duti­ 
ful response of soldiers so addressed 
and encouraged.” 
Tin* lender of the 
social democrats. Herr Rebel, spoke 
even more pointedly. Toward the end 
• ii a n u t bour address on the atrocities 
committed by the German soldiers in 
China and on the speech of the em­ 
peror. lie sfiid: 
“ ll Germany wishes to he the hearer 
of civilization to the world, we will 
follow w ithout contradict ion. 
Rut the

policy has been carried on thus far. in 
which it has been defined bv ti e em­

speech Rebel aptly described J

empire, which must have most weighty 
consequences, not only for tit** troops 
who w ent to China but also for I hose 
who stayed at home. 
Att expedition 
of revenge so liar ba roils as litis has 
never occurred in the last hundred 
years nnd not often In history; at 
least, nothing wor**e titan this has hap­ 
pened in history, either done by the 
Nutts, by the Vandals, by Genghis 
Khan. by Tamerlane, or even by Tilly 
w hen he sacked Magdeburg.” 


Atrocities in China. 
These atroeities in China or “Letters 
of the Huns” continued to be published 
in the Vorwaerts for several years and 
appeared intermittently In the debates 
of Hie reb hsfag as late as RKH*.. 
At 
that time the socialist, Herr Kunert, 
reviewing the procedure in ti trial of 
which he had been the victim in the 
previous summer, statist that he had 
offered to prove “that German soldiers 
in China had engaged in wanton and 
brutal ravaging; that plunder, pillage, 
extortion, robbery, as well as rape and 
sexual abuses of Ut** worst kind, had 
occurred on a very large scale and that 
German soldiers laid participated in 
them." 
He had not been given an oje 
port unity to prove Ills allegations, but 
had been sentenced to prison for three 
months for assailing the honor of the 
“whole 
Gentian 
army.” 
The out* 
rn goon sues* of this sentence was made 
clear by the revelations,'made tit the 
relchstag shortly afterwards, of simi­ 
lar at rarities committed by German 
officials attd soldiers In Africa in the 
campaign against the I toreros. 
For tin* guidance of the officers in 
case the inhabitants of conquered ter­ 
ritory should take tip arms against the

Book" quotes with approval the letter 
Napoleon sent to his brother Joseph; 
“The security of your dominion de­ 
pends on how you behave in the con­ 
quered province.

diers must not be allowed to go away 
with their hands empty.
